PARIS, Aug.-20 (UP)—The .14 
members of the North Atlantic” 
Treaty Organization pledged 
anew today to raise 50 divisions* 
in West Europe by the end of 
1952 because the threat of Rus-.

However, NATO officials. left 
the door open for small cutbacks

ON KOREAN CAST 


U.N. Air Force Pours 
Tons of Bombs on 300 
Troop and Supply 
Buildings at Namyang. 


— 


SEOUL, Aug. 20 (UP)—United 
Nations fighter-bombers and car- 
rier-based Navy planes struck a 
huge Communist troop and sup- 
ply base at Namyang on the 
Korean west coast today. 

Navy planes from American 
carriers cruising off the east coast 
were the first to swoop down on 
the target with bombs, napalm, 
rockets and machine gun fire. 


They were followed by F-84 Thun- 
derjets, F-80 Shooting Stars and 
Marine and Australian. fighter- 
bombers. 

American Sabre jets fought 
five battles with Communist 
MIG-15 jets during the day and 
reported one of the Russian-built 


stroyed or damage claims awaited’ 
confirmation. 

Tons of bombs fell on the 300- 
building Red base at Namyang, 
10.. miles southwest of Sukchon. 
Partial reports included 58 build- 
ings-destroyed and five damaged. 
Several ammunition. stores were 
hit and five large explosions were 
reported. 

The Fifth Air Force said 200 
sorties were made on the target. 
A sortie is one combat flight by 
one plane, It did not disclose 
whether Namyang was One of the 
78 North Korean cities and 
towns marked for attack by 
Allied planes. 

The attack on Namyang came 
as the Communist Pyongyang ra- 
dio was. complaining of “barbaric” 
U.N. bombings and calling on the 
“freedom-loving peoples of the 
world” to put a stop to them. 

Red propagandists, particularly 

bitter about. napalm fire bombs, 
charged that President Truman 
ordered the stepped-up U.N. air 
war last May and June. They said 
he unleashed more atrocities than 
German dictator Adolf Hitler.

Stevenson, who was completely 
relaxed and wearing old clothes, 
agreed that one of the -worst 
scandals was’ in the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau. :

|" <Malenkov to’ Fore Again. 

The announcement once again 
brings mysterious Georgi Malen- 
kov, 50-year-old owl-face protege 

# Stalin, sharply to the fore. 
Malenkov probably has had more 
of a hand in this revision—one of 
a series in Soviet history—than 
any other man. 

Five years ago, Malenkov said 
fin an address that the central 
committee was preparing a new 
program for the Communist party 
b the program in use was 
obsolete.

‘The new congress is called fol- 
lowing a widespread cleanup 
throughout the Soviet Union's 
constituent republics... It is likely 
that this time any vestige of op- 
position was. done away with 
quietly but competently. The 
swing around the southern re- 
publics by Soviet police chief L. 
P. Beria, sidekick of Malenkov 
and a top Communist (power, in- 
dicated that fences were being 
mended and possible opposition 
was being rooted out all along 
the line. 

When the war intervened in the 
progress of the Soviet dictator- 
ship, the ruling clique back- 
tracked somewhat. The toll of 
war had been-so heavy and the 
suffering of the Soviet people*so 
great that too harsh an applica- 
tion of the dictatorship was in- 
advisable.

The Ozark plateau usually fur- 
nishes the best dove shooting in 
‘Missouri. Lespedeza fields, cut- 
over oat and wheat fields, where 
the birds can glean the shattered 
grain, and water holes adjacent 
to wooded areas provide the best 
shooting, They usually raise two 
broods a year per pair, but as 
many as four have been recorded. 
The number of eggs found in a 
nest is seldom more than _ two. 
The young ate. hatched naked @x- 
cept for a fine bit of down 
found on their bodies. When they 
are about four weeks of age they 
are full-fe .Up.to this 
time they-are fed “pigeon’s milk” 
by both the male and female, but 
eve weaned and kicked out of 
t.e nest by the parent birds at 
about four weeks of age and be- 
gin to fend for themselves. Sur- 
veys have shown that half of the 
doves in Missouri afe produced 
within the city limits of towns 
jand cities. The other half is 
found in trees and fields near the 
homesteads of farms. 

Their swift, erratic flight 
imakes them a difficult target and 
the older birds’ feathers furnish 
an armor that will turn. light 
ishot. Many dove hunters . prefer 
No. 714, or even No, 6, to the 
customary No. 8. “Leading” the 
|bird sufficiently is important, for 
their speed of flight is deceptive 
to the amateur shooter. They of-

and some of the finest eating to 
be found in wild game.

The committee recommended then 
that the Attorney General investigate the Mid- 
die Eastern activities of some United States oil 
firms,-Senator Ferguson said, but ‘the declared 
the Administration aad dragged its feet. 

There is now, however, more concrete promise 
of action. A grand:jury in the criminal division 
of United States District Court at Washington 
has subpoenaed books and papers of 20 oil com- 
panies covering the last 24 years, and is sched- 
uled to start working on them Sept. 3. 

Standard of New Jersey and Standard of Cali- 
fornia have denied they are involyed in any 
cartel arrangements. The Texas Co. has done 
the same, and has expressed its belief that no 
other American company is involved. Senator 
Hennings. has declared that these companies 
and Socony-Vacuum, Gulf and the British-owned 
Royal Dutch Shell and Anglo-Iranian function 
as a single unit and control the world’s market. 


Senator Hennings says the alleged cartel fixes 
prices under a basing-point system supervised 
from London and New York. According to Sena- 
tor Hennings, purchasers are charged the United 
States price plus freight from the Caribbean to 
the importing country, although virtually all the 
oil is shipped from the Middle East and none 
of it comes from the United States and a minor 
portion from the Caribbean. 

By this device the cartel has taken excessive 
profits’ of 12 billion dollars in the last six years 
and is now taking excessive profits at the rate 
of 3 billions a year, Senator Hennings charges. 
The Mutual Security Administration estimates 
it has been overcharged 50 millions through car- 
tel operations in the Middle East and says it is 
powerless to bring down the excessive prices. 
Senator Hennings declares Europe is charged 
“much more” than the United States and Canada 
for crude oil. 

These millions are supplied in the last analy- 
sis by the American taxpayer, since it is he who 
must make up the gap between Europe’s dollar 
income end dollar expenditures. 

Senator Long is concerned, like his Missourl 
colleague, with the question “whether the struc- 
ture of international oil prices is imposing an 
undue burden on the economies of friendly na- 
tions now benefiting from America’s aid.” He also 
brings up the question “whether the American 
Navy is compelled to pay artificially high prices 
in the Mediterranean.” And “perhaps most im- 
portant of all, whether the independent Ameri- 
can oil producer is injured by the alleged 
dumping of foreign oil in the United States far 
below the price charged in Europe and the 
Middle East.” 

These are serious charges Indeed. They af- 
fect the cost to a federal treasury already sus- 
taining heavy costs of vast military and economic 
programs. They affect the economic well-being 
of the countries to which the United States looks 
for support in the hope_of preventing military 
aggression from again engulfing the world. They 
affect the health of independent and competitive 
American business enterprises. They affect the 
hard-hit pocketbook of the American taxpayer. 

For all these reasons, we trust that the grand 
jurysin Washington will do a most thorough job, 
regardless of whether the result is to bear out 
Senator Hennings’ charges or to sustain the 
companies’ denials. 
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Stretching the Defense Dollar 


With more than half of every federal budget 
dollar going for direct support of the nation’s 
armed forces, it would be the height of folly if 
enterprises so costly and so vast were not under 
constant scrutiny for signs of waste and ineffi- 
ciency. 

Fortunately, there has been no lack of watch- 
fulness in some sections of Congress. The Bon- 
ner expenditures subcommittee of the House, 
for example, has been striking hard at the some- 
times competitive supply systems of the three 
services, and Chairman Bonner has now made 
public testimony taken in a series of world-wide 
hearings. 

The testimony points to one conclusion: that 
the ideal of unification in military procurement 
and supply is still a good distance from being 
reached. But there has been progress. An experi- 
ment at Alameda, Calif., under which the De- 
fense Department distributed medical supplies 
to all services, may well lead to substantial dol- 
lar savings, . 

Unification of military supply is not likely to 
come overnight, however. The spurs of Congress 
can hasten it along, but the services themselves 
have the best opportunity to step up that pace 
by reform from within. The Air Force, after 
some prodding, has now moved toward greater 
efficiency in another important area—manpower. 

Air Secretary Finletter, in a letter to Senator 
Johnson’s watchdog subcommittee on defense 
preparedness, has outlined a plan under which 
that service will operate with the same person- 
nel ceiling as last year, even though it is ex- 
panding its fighting units.

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The Football Season Is Here 


It was a lucky break the other night when we 
turned on the television just a few minutes 
after the kick-off in the All-Star football game. 
Sure, there had been plenty of advance notice, 
but for old-timers it will always be difficult to 
keep football in mind in mid-August. But it was 
brought home to us that the season has really 
started when we read that the Big Seven coaches 
have announced that their teams face utter dis- 
aster, that it will be a miracle if they win a 
game, and so on. ‘ 

This pessimism is the 6bne thing about football 
which never seems to change. Ht has been de 
rigueur for coaches at least since 1892 when 
Amos Alonzo Stagg first’ feared Purdue. Mr. 
Stagg, incidentally, has just celebrated his 90th 
birthday, and he is still coaching football, cur- 
rently at Susquehanna. How we would like to 
hear him tell what he thinks of the game as the 
big-timers conduct it nowadays—the recruiting, 
the platoon system, ahd all the assistants on the 
rim of the stadium telephoning information to 
the bench. 

In the old days at Chicago, Mr. Stagg had 
the notion that the game ought to be played by 
the boys. During the week, he tried to teach 
them what he could; but on Saturday afternoon 
they were on their ’own. There was the game in 
which Princeton had scored 21 points to Chi- 
caga’s 18, but the Maroons had crashed right 
back to the Tiger’s two-yard line. Stagg knew 
just the play for an easy touchddwh, He could 
have sent a substitute quarter-back onto the 
field to call the signal. But he did not send the 
man in because, as he explained, that would 
have violated the spirit of the rule against side- 
line coaching. 

Then there was the day he watched one of the 
last Chicago teams at practice. It was obvious 
that this team would,not have much of a chance 
in the Big Ten which Chicago once dominated. 
“Chicago squads have not changed much,” mused 
Stagg. “The difference is in what the other 
schools have done.” 

That difference again will be apparent in the 
months ahead. But there will also be signs, we 
hope, of a return to Mr. Stagg’s kind of football.

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Communist Affront to India 


Some people seem to feel that the United 
States is always -clumsy, heavy-handed and 
bungling in its relations with foreigners, espé- 
cially Asiatics. These; same people also seem to 
feel that the Communists have a perfect formula 
for worming into the hearts of. Asia. 

Well, some of our representatives undoubt- 
edly have made mistakes im the midst of alien 
surroundings, customs and modeg of thinking. 
But if anything, the Communists have made 
bigger misfakes—and with less excuse. India 
offers an example. : 

There a Communist leader boasted that the 
Reds have stores of illegal arms. If they ever 
come to power, he said, they will drag the land- 
lords~and the black marketeers before the 
people and shoot them. It is difficult te con- 
ceive boasting which would have a worse effect 
on the mind of India. Not only were the people 
shocked by the defiance of the law implicit in 
hoarding weapons, but the threat of wholesale 
executions ran directly contrary to their re- 
ligiously held tradition of non-violence. 

Prime Minister Nehru did not pass up the 
opportunity thus afforded by the Communists. 
Speaking to some 100,000 people from the ram- 
parts of the Red Fort in New Delhi on India's 
Independence day last week, he said: 

We have to guard ‘ourselves against the 
cult of violence whatever high name it may 
be given by any group and understand 


clearly that neither peasants nor workers 

will benefit through bloodshed. It will mean 

their complete ruin. 

The United States Ambassador, Chester 
Bowles, did not miss the occasion either. De- 
claring that he felt ‘fortunate ne be. in India 
at this historic time,” he went on

It looks as though the house-cleaning 
job of the Department of Justice is just 
about over. 

The job definitely has not been done ac- 
cording to either plan or schedule. Orig- 
inally, the i Mag rg called for New- 
bold Morris to do the cleanup job. He 
moved into Washington with a whoop and 
a flourish, but he didn’t last long. He 
made the error of talking too much, and 
was summarily fired by Attorney General 
McGrath. It became evident, however, that 
Mr. McGrath also was on the eondemned 
list, and before many hours ‘had passed he 


* joined the ranks of former , attorneys gen- 


eral. 

His successor, Federal Judge McGran- 
ery, took over the cleanup assignment, but 
not many people ex- 
pected to see much 
in the way of ac 
complishment under 
this regime. He was 
looked upon as a 
safe party man who 
would issue a few re- 
assuring statements, 
and then settle down 
to a caretaker opera- 
tion of the depart- 
ment. pending the in- 
auguration of a new 
President. 

But it — work- . 
ed out at way. 
Since Mr. McGrath Romy’ Vereng 
left, all but two of eight key men in the 
department have resigned or have been 
given different assignments. A new team 
has taken over, and, while there will be a 
few more changes, the cleanup was just 
about completed when three newcomers 
took their oath of office. 

These are Ross L. Malone, new depu- 
ty Attorney General; Charles B, Murray, as 
sistant Attorney General in charge of the 


at 


criminal division, and Rowland F. Kirks, as- 
sistant Attorney General in charge of the 
Office of Alien Property. 

Mr. Malone, 4l-year-old New Mexico 
Democrat, is the key member of the new 
team, There is a suspicion, probably well 
founded, that he was picked for the job 
by Stephen Mitchell, the new chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
Before taking over the national committee 
chairmanship, Mr. Mitchell had been coun- 
sel for the House judiciary subcommittee 
whieh has been investigating the Justice 
Department. 

That committee’s chairman, Representa- 
tive Chelf of Kentucky, had consulted fre- 
quently with Attorney General McGranery 
on the matter of changes in the depart- 
ment. It is a fair assumption, however, 
that the actual selection of Mr. Malone was 
made by Mr. Mitchell, who, needless to 
say, would like to avoid any further pre- 
election scandals involving the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

In any event, the selection is a good 
one. Mr. Malone is a man of real standing 
in the American Bar Association, and he 
will enjoy the full confidence of the legal 
profession in his new undertaking. 

If there was any political motivation in 
the selection of Mr. Murray and Mr. Kirks, 
it is difficult to determine what it might 
have been. Both are lifelong residents of 
the District, and have never been active 
in politics, So perhaps there was no po- 
litical motive. 

It may have been simply that men of 
competence and unquestioned integrity 
were wanted for the posts to which they 
have been appointed, and if that was the 
case no mistake 
ray has served for years in the district 
attorney’s office and Mr. Kirks formerly 
headed National University Law School. 
Both men will render excelleft service as 
members of the new Justice Department 
team.

Between Book-Ends 


One-Package F oreign Policy 
AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY | AND THE SEPARA. 
TION OF POWERS ay Sane S$. Cheever and 

Field ca Je. (Harvard University Press,

Two careful students of foreign affairs 
(Cheever of Harvard, Haviland, formerly 
of the Foreign Economic Administration) 
have expanded a study originally under- 
taken for the Hoover Commission. Their 
object: to convert the blunt instrument of 
American foreign policy into a rapier. 

To accomplish their purpose, the au- 
thors would have the executive branch of 
the Government ———— itself to bring 
together the various foreign -policy pow- 
‘ers in one package. But most of all, they 
would by one device or another increase 
the foreign policy collaboration between 
the executive and the Congress—includ- 
ing both the House and the Senate. Fi- 
nally, they suggest that it might be in or- 
der to restudy the entire basic structure 
of American government, to see if it is 
capable of meeting the demands of the 
last half of the twentieth century. 


What they seek, in short, is a logical or- 
ganization of American policy and power 
to advance the best interests of this na- 
a of the cause of freedom in the 
wor 


There is, however, another view of the 
affair, and one which, in fact, is likely to 
prevail. That view was best stated by 
Herbert Agar a couple of years ago in 
“The Price of Union,” and more recently 
restated by Walter Lippmann in columns 
discussing the Democratic and Republican 
national conventions. 

The Agar thesis is that this nation does 
better by illogic than by logic: that only 
by ambiguous compromise can the great 
and diverse interests of so vast a nation 
be satisfied at a necessary minimum. In 
a choice between “politicians” and “re- 
formers,” Agar definitely takes the politi- 


ahs. 

Which, by the way, is not to say that 
reformers are of no value. As several 
portions of the Hoover report already have 
been incorporated into practice, so a state- 
ment such as the present one, going be- 
yond the Hoover report, may influence ac- 
tion: but not without compromise, delay, 
and the addition of clear, cold water.

The McCarran-Walter Immi- 
gration Act was assailed yester- 
day as. “prejudicial” and “far 
from Christian” in a resolution 
adopted by the women’s union. 

The act, passed over President 
Truman’s veto last June, limits 
immigration from southern Euro- 
pean nations by setting high 
quotas for northern countries 
which do not make full use of 
their quotas, the resolution stated. 

In another resolution, the 
women’s group condemned low 
salaries paid teachers and nurses, 
and pledged members to seek 
legislative reforms in these 
fields.

His son, Henry J. Haskell Jr., is 
foreign editor of the Star. A sis- 
ter, Miss Mary Haskell of Los 
Angeles, and five grandchildren 
also survive.

Once we accustom ourselves to 
the realization that love is not 
everything nor meant to be; that 
the companionship of shared 
interests and activities is just as 
truly a modern gift to marriage as 
romantic love—the good marriage 
of tomorrow will be on its way. 

This optimistic forecast is 
sure to start an argument. “What 
do you mean—‘the good marriage 
of tomorrow’?” somebody is sure 
to say.

In the same period after 
the first World War, the divorce 
rate went up, not down; and we 
ought to remember that in 1946, 
the experts prophesied that by 
1955 we'd have one divorce for 
every marriage. 

The truth is that there are 
some pretty cogent reasons for 
thinking that a more cheerful 
divorce rate is with us to stay. 

In the first place, we know a 
lot about. this disease that we 
didn’t know back in the ‘thirties. 
We even know what occupations 
are most dangerous for men, mat- 
rimonially speaking. (It's a 
pretty good thing to be married 
to a chemical engineer and—you 
guessed it! — you pretty nearly 
take your .matrimoriial life in 
your hands when you wed-'a 
salesman.) We know too that 
divorce is almost as geogra- 
phical as climate. Matrimonially, 
it’s about three times as hazard- 
ous to settle down in Idaho or 
Wyoming as in New Jersey or 
Connecticut. We've discovered 
that divorce {s an urban disease 
and. we know~that people who 
have nothing much to cling to-~ 
no family, no church, few posses- 
sions—are much more apt to pull 
up stakes matrimonially as well, 
We know that people who are im- 
mature and emotionally malad- 
justed are bad risks; so are peo- 
ple who don’t believe in much of 
anything, never join any organi- 
zation, and don’t ally themselves 
with the life of their community.

Designing Woman 


Making a Stand-Out Window 
By Elizabeth Hillyer 


NY window can be a stand- 
gut, no matter how ordinary 
it is at the start. Here’s one 
way to make it wider and taller 
and a big decoration for the room, 


Begin with a Venetian blind 
that’s frame-wide; rather than the 
width of the glass. Begin the 
blind at the frame top and in- 
stead of stopping it at the sill, 
drop it to the floor. Then build 
a wooden shadow box-like frame 
to enclose the blind, and gain 
more width and height by pro- 
portioning the frame to reach 
wider than the window on the 
wall and higher at the top. 


Sketch scallops or curves on 
brown paper for a pattern, trace 
the design on plywood and cut it 
out. The front must be nailed to 
side and top pieces that are deep 
enough to enclose the blind, about 
4 inches.

Let Teacher Do It

66 HAT education should we give our children before 
Wires go. to kindergarten?” A conscientious and 
ambitious mother inquires about this with a view 
of sending her child to school equipped with the poise that 
knowledge beforehand bestows. She would like a copy of the 
course of study so she can keep a step ahead of the teacher. 
That is, in my experience, a bad practice and without 
benefit to the child. To begin with, teaching is an art to be 
learned as all other arts, by study, practice, sacrifice and 
labor. Mothers are not so trained and to attempt the educa- 
tion of their children would be like attempting the medical 
care of them, something they rarely try. The idea that any- 
body can teach school subjects, developing the intellectual 
and spiritual strength of boys and girls of any age, is erron- 
eous and should be abandoned. 


x * * 

THERE 1S CERTAIN instruction that only mothers can 
give, and should give. This instruction, well given, prepares 
the child’s mind for the work that the teacher will do. We 
hear a great deal, for example, about reading readiness. It 
is important. That readiness can be forwarded by mothers 
and the child’s progress and his happiness in school forwarded. 

Telling stories to children is a step toward reading readi- 
ness. Picture books are their first readers. They turn the 
pages and their mothers talk to them about what they see 
and’ let them talk. The Mother Goose rhymes are read to 
them and they relate the words to the pictures, to the place 
on the page, and soon they are “reading them,” not by sight 
and word recognition but by association with the picture and 
the place on the page. Allowing the children to talk about 
their experiences, telling what they see, how they feel about 
Ahings, what they would like or-don’t like, and guiding them 
toward what is good and true and lovely is the mother’s 
educative work.and, if it is well done, the child will go to 
kindergarten or first grade well poised, unafraid and ready 
for the teacher’s task.

MOTHERS SHOULD NOT attempt to teach little children 
to read. Reading is basic to all education gained by books. 
Only the trained teacher knows how to teach beginners to 
read. A mother who teaches this will not do as the teacher 
will do and when the child meets the teacher he will be 
confused, afraid, then angry, and that means a bad start 
on this most important road to education.
